COMMANDER WILLIAM 
BECK HERE FOR VISIT 
Commander William Geek, form­ 
er well knowrn Sedalia bov, now 
one of the youngest commanders 
in the United States Navy, arrived 
in Sedalia Monday morning for a 
visit with his father, Capt. i^ouis 
T. Beck, of 604 West Fifth street, 
and his sister, Mrs. William Hur­ 
ley, 323 West Fifth street. 
Commander Beck came to Se­ 
dalia from Brooklyn where since 
the close of the war he has been 
chief inspector at Bliss Torpedo 
Works. 
He has been assigned to 
the staff of Admiral Straus 
in

will sail from San Francisco for 
Mangily to join Admiral Straus en 
the flagship, Huron.

A 
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“HEROIZING” THE AIRMEN. 
The truly astonishing way in which 
the American press exploit happen­ 
ings of small moment and how eagerly 
the American public “eat it up” was 
never more clearly demonstrated than 
by the manner in which the account of 
the three balloonists who lost their 
;way in Canada was handled and the 
demands by readers for more and 
more of the story as they made their 
way back to this country. The columns 
of reading matter, the profusion of il­ 
lustrations and alleged 
moving pic­ 
tures of the return journey given to 
the affair was ridiculous. The real ac­ 
count of the trip was interesting and 
even thrilling but all the aftermath 
was nothing but slush. 
In the first place there was no real 
call of duty in the attempted flight. 
There was nothing of good that could 
have been accomplished even had it 
been successful and the way the three 
airmen have been “heroized” is ab­ 
surd. They made a difficult descent, 
were lost in the woods for four days 
and struggled hard to extricate them­ 
selves. 
Any other than Aen, in like 
position would have done the same, 
for their lives depended upon their 
efforts. 
It is only fair to try to maintain a 
'Sense of proportion in these matters. 
These three young airmen behaved 
creditably, but why should they re­ 
ceive fully ten times as much praise 
and attention as thousands of young 
Americans who performed deeds of 
greater heroism in the great war? 
There are right in Sedalia at this 
moment young men—they were boys 
then—who braved more, 
suffered 
more and 
accomplished more for 
home and native land and for humani­ 
ty on the fields of France and Belgium 
than these balloonists ever could have 
in their foolish experiment, and yet 
these young men have never been ev­ 
en mentioned in public print and they 
go their modest ways 
in our very 
midst, unrecognized, 
unknown 
and 
unhonored 
individually. 
And 
they 
were real heroes—greater, far great­ 
er, than most of us will ever realize. 
While thousands such as these re­ 
main unknown, the names of Floor, 
Hinton and Farrell are blazened to 
the world for days in every newspap­ 
er in the United States, in every pic­ 
ture show and the crowds cry for 
piore. 
It is not of course fair to blame the 
airmen for all this hysterical clamor, 
but certainly it is a striking example 
of how easily it is to make heroes of 
those who have done nothing the least 
heroic. 


KILLING A PARTY.

We must confess that glad as we 
should be to lay flowers on the De­ 
mocracy’s bier,

Parties do not die so easily. 
Theodore Roosevelt was sure that the 
republican party was as dead as a 
door-nail after it “stole” the nomina­ 
tion from him in 1912. He said in so 


many words that the party which he 
had led was so rotten as to be beyond 
the last rites, so dead as to be be­ 
yond concern. 
Its managers, he de­ 
clared to be “second-story burglars” 
and equal to “porch-climbers” in their 
lack of morality. Mr. Taft was “a re­ 
ceiver of stolen goods,” anybody who 
voted for him was “on a leval with a I 
receiver of stolen goods;” “he is a dis­ 
honest man and unfit to associate with 
honest men.” 
The election of 1912 
settled the matter in Mr. Roosevelt’s 
mind. 
The republican party was be­ 
yond the hope done for, in 1916 the 
progressive party would walk off with 
the prize. But 1916 saw the' progres­ 
sives tricked 
and 
betrayed by Mr. 
Roosevelt himself, as it was the elec­ 
tion of Mr. Wilson on the peace issue. 
More than that, the year 1920 has 
witnessed the extraordinary spectacle 
of every member of the Colonel’s im­ 
mediate family, working hard for the 
same republican party which he had 
«Kot very 
long- she answerwJ. ..He 
declared to be “carrion,” fit Trnly for 
pot me on, and I suppose he pot me 
vultures— working for it although it 
was still engineered by the very same 
“second-story 
men,” 
“burglars,” 
“crooked bosses,” and rotten politic­ 
ians, whom Colonel Roosevelt de­ 
nounced so vehemently. It takes more 
than words or wishes to kill a political 
Party. 


THE WORLD WAR VETERANS. 
There will be much interest in the 
announcement that “an international 
council binding together the war vet­ 
erans’ association of the Allied coun­ 
tries” has been 
organized at Paris. 
The underlying purpose of the organi­ 
zation, it is said, is “to preserve par­ 
ticularly in# time of stress, the unity 
that existed among the Allies during 
the war and to carry on the comrade­ 
ship.” It is interesting and gratifying 
to observe that the American world 
war veterans are represented in the 
international council. 
Indeed, Amer­ 
ica seems to have taken a prominent 
part in the undertaking and it is said 
that American 
Memorial Day 
will 
probably be adopted generally by all 
the veterans’ associations. 
A prominent field of useful activity 
is revealed in the purposes which are 
said to underlie the formation of this 
international body. 
Every influence 
which can help to preserve the spirit 
of unity that existed among these 
countries during the world war should 
•be encouraged by the civilized world 
today; and surely the soldiers of many 
nationalities who 
fought 
that war 
should be one of the most potent of 
these influences. 
The fact that some of these men 
have now been moved to undertake 
this task is a most encouraging symp­ 
tom. 
It may be regarded as a sign 
that the reaction which followed the 
war, the sudden 
“letting down” of 
spirit which made itself felt in almost 
every land, and which threatened for 
a time to snap the bonds of comrade­ 
ship which had been fashioned during 
the struggle, is nearing its end and 
that the pendulum will soon be swing­ 
ing the other way.

“Maybe its telepathy but the ex­ 
planation appears to me to be si rn 
pier titan that,*’ William R. Paint­ 
er, chairman of the Missouri prison 
board said. 
“Gossiping and unnecessary con 
versa lion is forbidden, of 
course,’’ 
Mr. Painter said, “but, as a matter 
OI lac/, the rule requiring silence 
is not and cannot be enforced. 
In 
the Missouri prison, as in most oth­ 
ers. convicts are used for runners 
or messengers. 
These 
men 
are 
i rustles and have considerable ac 
cess. to executive offices, corridors 
and in fact, all parts of the prison. 
“These men are usually convicts 
who have been •in the inst it in ions 
lor a considerable length 
of 
time 
and they soon learn to interpret the 
meaning of meetings
